Constantinople, via Berlin and Amsterdam, April 21.—Brit- 


ish and French warships renewed their attack on the Turkish 
fortifications at the Dardanelles and a'great fleet of allied 
transports are maneuvering o ff the Anatolian coast between 
Tenedos and Mitylene awaiting a favorable opportunity to 
land troops. . 
v • . 


The bombardment of the Dardanelles forts by the allied j 


fleet was resumed late Monday* afternoon and under cover of 
the warships' fire six torpedo boat'destroyers, attempted to 
penetrate the straits, but were driven off, it was officially stated 
by the Turkish war office today. 


The attack of a Turkish torpedo boat on the British trans- 


port Manitou off the coast of Chios and the subsequent de- 
struction of the torpedo boat were reported in an official state- 
ment from the war office here. The statement said: 


"A Turkish torpedo boat successfully attacked the British 


transport Manitou in the Aege on' Sea. The torpedo boat was 
pursued by British cruisers and destroyers to Chios, where the 
crew blew up the vessel in order that it might not fall into the 
hands of the enemy." 
' 


London reports said that the Turkish ship which attacked 


the Manitou was driven ashore by British vessels and destroyed 
by them. The British'admiralty announced that the transport 
Manitou was not damaged by the torpedo boat, but that 
twenty-four men had been drowned and twenty-seven were 
missing owing to the capsizing of two of the boats landing 
troops from the transport when attacked.

United States Attorney General Gregory is about to insti- 


tute»proCeedings to test the validity of the acts of United States 
district judges in suspending the sentences of,JMfftns con- 
victed of violations of the laws. Whether the proMplngs will 
begin in.the court of appeals or,in the|LJnited Sfp^siiipreme 
co^rj: tfie attorney general has not yetrdecided, but He intends 
toljqip\v,-whether the suspending-of sentences is legal or not 
'arifr'to have the practice slopped if it' is not legal. 
-. 


, >The attorney general-feels that the ends of justice are being 
defea[e'd.in/many instances by the suspension'of sentences. 
Men are tried on charges;of violating the laws, in many cases 
at'ldrge.expense to the government, and when convicted they 
are'sentenced to the penalties, prescribed by law. In numerous 
cases the judge intervenes at this point with a suspension of 
sentence, Which is liable to be the last of the case, with the re- 
sult tliat the,enforcement of.the law is turned into a farce. 
\Mf. Gregofy'is of the opinion'.that the time to stop this practicei 
lias arrived, arid-if his opinion is backed by the highest author- 
Hy.tle wilt^see that it is stopped in the Umted States courts. 


Theie arf; many justices of lower cpun| who'are in the habit 


of'suspendiiig sentences in so many ca|es that the practice'is 
beginning to attract the attention of (lie public. People are 
beginning- to ask why pojice and detective forces and court 
machinery should be maintained at large expense to the tax- 
payers if a considerable proportion of tliose convicted of 
breaking, the laws are to .be freed under suspension of sen- 
tence. It is proper that justices'.should have certain discretion- 
ary powers, and without doubt 'there are cases in which sus- 
pensiqiuof sentences 'may, be Justified,! but those having the 
power'to suspend sentence or place prisoners on parole should 
studiously guaid against the abuse .or too: free use of that 
.power. If the laws are to afford4he protection they were de- 
signed to provide they must be en forced fairly and firmly, 
ahd'not in a way to encourage rather than to discourage the 
commission of crime;

Where Education Fails.

For.years there has been a popular belief that education was 


tb be the solution of practically all the irnpprtant problems of 
the day, 
It was held up as the solution,o£'the race,problem in 


the South and equally pressing problems in the North. Edu- 
cation has been the battle cry and money has been poured lav- 
ishly into schools, colleges and other institutions of learning 
ih (he confident belief that by this means the people would be 
iaised to a level that would result in the elimination of intem- 
perance, political wrong-doing and the many other evils and 
abuses which afflict society. 


Education is all right so far as it goes. It is indispensable, 


but the fact that it is not the panacea that it has been supposed 
to be is beginning to be recognized, and admitted. So enii- 
nent.an educator as Dr, Nicholas.Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University, told a convention of school men in 
Philadelphia a tew evenings ago that in the scramble for £du- 
calion we have lost sight of some'important things whose 
place cannot be taken by what is popularly called.education. 
He mentioned particularly the shirking by paj'erits.pf-the re- 
sponsibilities that lest upon them and the-aonSe'quent loss of 
the influence that should be.exerted by the family and the 
chinch. Di. Butlei is evidently deeply impressed by the ex- 
tent and honors oi the European war, for among other things 
he said. "We feel that'thousan'ds and millions of men are made 
better by education, but what have.we to prove it by? What 
has scholarship done to broaden human sympathies? What 
has it done for the world? The history of the last six months 
shows we are falling short of our ideals." 


The Wesson is plain. 
Education is not all. It is a good 


thing, but it does not absolve parents from parental responsi- 
bi'ity. 
It cannot take the-place of the old-fashioned faith in 


Ood and man; it does not necessarily make people honest. 
Many 6f the worst criminals and most of the political crooks 
flic educated men. 
It is plain that we cannot rely upon educa- 


lion aloneJo.prptect us against.the evils that spring', from the 
lack of moral character. 
If life is to be made what it ought to 


be, and this great country is to measure up to its opportunities, 
,we must abandon the idea that'education, important as it is, 
is (lie whole thing. There are other matters that deserve at- 
tention, and such a note as comes from Dr. Butler proves that 
the time is al'hand for serious thought and earnest action;
